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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not 
teach, disclose nor make obvious the composition having hypoallergenic or 
immunomodulatory activity for the treatment of sensitive skin made according to the 
claimed process. The closet prior art of Murad (US 5,804,168) discloses compositions 
comprising at least one anti-oxidant component and at least one anti-inflammatory 
component. The prior art does not teach by combining the two active agents one of the 
activities, one of the activities is potentiated by the combination of these two 
components. The closet prior art does not teach a composition comprising a Ginkgo 
biloba extract and p-glucan together with components that exhibit at least on activity 
selected from anti-inflammatory, anti-radical and/or anti-allergic or at least two 
components having two different activities.
